House for American leaders whose ethnic origins 
vere from behind what was the ‘‘Iron Curtain’’. The 
lirst meeting for these leaders took place on March 9. 
A second meeting was held on March 11 for business 
aders with the same background. During both meet- 
ngs, participants raised questions about Romania and 
.S. government policies. Clearly, a different attitude 
ward Romania was reflected at the second briefing. 
the first meeting projected a very conservative atti- 
de towards Romania. By the second meeting, the po- 
ition toward Romania was quite positive. 


Therefore, a delegation was organized to visit Wash- 
ington in order to be briefed specifically and exclusively 
n Romanian and American policy, issues and pro- 
rams. His Grace, Bishop Nathaniel represented the 
omanian Orthodox Episcopate; Luke Hingson — 
3rothers Brother Foundation; Carol Stevens and Don- 
1a Muresan — Help the Children of Romania; V. Rev. 
tichard Grabowski — Help for Romania; John 
dalmaghi — the Romanian Catholic Church; John 
tegule — American Romanian Orthodox Youth; and, 
Armand A. Scala — The Congress of Romanian 
Americans (C.O.R.A.), an ad-hoc facilitating organi- 
sation in Washington which organized the meetings.

The officials listed above and their staffs made for 
extremely informative meetings. In summary, the U.S. 
government policy, as reflected to the delegates, has 
NOT CHANGED toward Romania. However, events 
in Romania, particularly the quality of the electoral pro- 
cess during the municipal elections, made the U.S. 
government feel that this was significant evidence to- 
wards greater democratization and warranted greater 
implementation of U.S. policy. The Administration is 
hoping that early national elections will take place, and 
that the quality of the electoral process experienced in 
the earlier election be continued and improved upon. 


Among the many topics discussed during the three 
days of meetings are the following: democratization, 
market economy, Romanian leaders, Most Favored 
Nation Status, commercial opportunities, U.S. Con- 
gressional attitudes, the minorities, former Russian 
Moldova, U.S. Government organizations, U.S. pro- 
grams, Romanian law, current and future economic 
situation, adoptions, insurance and loan sources for 
U.S. businesses, poor U.S. public relations in Roma- 
nia. These subjects and others related to this visit to 
Washington will be developed in future issues of SO- 
LIA. 

C.O.R.A. is planning a similar program to take place 
in the early Fall, focusing on the legislative branch of 
the federal government. %

The first part of the seminar was designated to pro- 


"vide an exchange of experience, and practical training 


in key areas of youth ministry. From the USA, Fr. John 
Matusiak, chairman of the department of youth and 
campus ministry of the Orthodox Church in America, 
concentrated on demonstrating the need for youth wit- 
ness to Orthodoxy in the modern world. Stressing the 
need to respect individual differences in the Church, 


_ he showed the participants how genuine growth towards 


God must come from a respect and understanding of 
oneself, and of individual uniqueness; and, he cited St. 


Paul’s teaching on the Body of the Church. ‘Anyone 


aiming to work with you in the Church must first of 


all seek to understand their needs, concerns, fears and 
wants . . . essentially, all modern youth culture is con- 
cerned with spiritual matters,’ he said. ‘People are their 
own solutions to their own problems, he stressed. “Only 
love for the young people you aim to work with, and 
recognition that all people form the Body of Christ to- 
gether, will be a sound basis for Orthodox youth work.’ 


Fr. Heikki Huttunen, responsible for youth work in 


the Finnish Orthodox Church, opened the meeting with 


a presentation of the place of youth ministry in the 
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Church. Quoting the text of St. John’s Gospel for the 
Sunday of Orthodoxy, he said that this could be a model 
for all Orthodox youth work. The essential message of 
this text is ‘come and see,’ and this must be the aim 
of all Orthodox lay ministry — an invitation to the 
world to the unity in Christ which is the Church. ‘Each 
baptism is ‘heaven opened’ according to St. John 
Chrysostom,’ he reminded the participants. Fr. Heik- 
ki mentioned the danger of ‘sentimental humanism,’ 
or an emotional attachment to the superficial beauty 
of the Church; the temptation of the Church as refuge 
outside of history, and isolated from society; and fi- 
nally the risks of Orthodoxy becoming another ideolo- 
gy, replacing the fallen idols of socialism. ‘Lay people 
and their activity are the true measure of the health 
of the Church.’ The distinctions between lay and or- 
dained are real, but functional, he stressed; and, young 
people should never forget that they too are members 
of the ‘royal priesthood’ of the whole Church. 


Jaana Possi outlined the approach of the Orthodox 
Church in Finland to summer camp programs. The 
Church in this country has a long experience of or- 
ganized Orthodox youth work, and runs a series of 
different camps to suit different needs and age groups, 
including family camps, work camps, scout camps, and 
the standard children’s camps. Two age groups are 
identified for these camps: pre-teens (6-14), and 
teenagers (14-17 years). One central aspect of all the 
camps is a concentrated introduction to the Church’s 
liturgical life. This is done by organizing a varied litur- 
gical life, which includes the more unusual services, 
with a strong emphasis on explanation and demonstra- 
tion. 

Fr. Kalevi Kasala led workshops on communication 
and publications, stressing that these were means of de- 
veloping Orthodox youth work, which was ultimately 
to strengthen the identity and life of youth in the 
Church, while getting them to examine the teaching 
of the Church, and getting them to live and act accord- 
ing to that teaching. ‘Be ye therefore wise as serpents’ 
(Mt. 10:16) Christ said, reminding us that we must 
not hesitate to use all means and opportunities in youth 
work. 

The second half of the meeting was in the form of 
a working visit to Bialystok and its region, the North- 
East of the country, on the border with Belarus’, in 
the heart of Orthodox Poland. Following a visit to Bish- 
op Savva of Bialystok and Gdansk, the delegates spent 
three days visiting the many centres of Orthodox ac-

tivity, including the offices of the Orthodox Youth Fel- 
lowship in Poland, and the Orthodox Printing House 
— the first Orthodox publisher in Eastern Europe. 
These examples proved to be excellent illustrations of 
the ideas about which the participants had spoken earli- 
er during the seminar. The participants also visited 
several Orthodox parishes in the area, as well as two 
Orthodox monasteries, Suprasl’ and Grabarka. Every- 
where they were received by the local Orthodox com- 
munity with warmth and interest, and were struck by 
the dynamic and youthful congregations in many 
churches. 

From ten Orthodox youth groups and movements 
from Eastern Europe, the majority of which have de- 
veloped in the wake of the political upheavals in the 
region, youth leaders met for the first time during the 
seminar. During the week they were able to explore 
the varied experiences and activities they have had in 
their different locales. It was apparent that the groups 


had very similar priorities: the deepening of young peo-. 


ple’s understanding of their Orthodox Christian faith, 
and the better witness and expression of that faith in 
their societies. 

Remarkably, the youth movements and organiza- 
tions are key elements in the tremendous revival which 
the Orthodox Church is undergoing in the newly- 
liberated countries of Eastern Europe. Freed for the 
first time from political control, Orthodox lay and youth 
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groups and movements are being formed to respond 
to the urgent needs of believers: education, mission, 
social work. Being flexible and able to motivate large 
networks of youth and students, these youth organiza- 
tions are proving to be a dynamic witness of Orthodoxy 
in their societies, while acting with the blessing and en- 
couragement of their Church authorities. 


The participants spent part of the week expressing 
and analyzing their problems, and ways in which they 
could overcome them. One consistent pressure which 
almost all groups felt was that of proselytism, usually 
by foreign missionaries, but also from other religious 
communities, which often targeted Orthodox believers. 
Uniatism was also a constant source of conflict. Apart 
from the often aggressive methods used by these “evan- 
gelizers,’ many of the Orthodox felt disadvantaged in 
experience and in material support. One group saw 
these groups as a positive challenge to the Orthodox 
to be more active in their societies. 


Bishop Jeremiasz concluded that the seminar was 
successful because it was practical. “We know what to 
do — we need to know how to do it,’ he said, noting 
that the problems of the Church were worst in the coun- 
tries which had a majority Orthodox population, such 
as Russia and Romania. Speaking from his experience 
as a layman and a Bishop, he said that the faithful 
should not always wait for the blessing or initiatives 
of hierarchs before taking action. “We must do what 
you know is right, and hope it is blessed, while ensur- 
ing that all our work is in the Church.’ Youth groups 
and organizations are means, instruments for develop- 
ing life in the Church; all work must ultimately be 
directed to the parish and Eucharistic life. We must 
be aware of the dangers of creating a parallel life to 
the Church. The key to successful work is grassroots 
initiatives; SY NDESMOS itself was founded by the en- 
thusiasm of Orthodox movements. ‘Young people in 
Eastern Europe all remember the recent times when 
youth work was dangerous,’ he reminded the group. 
“Youth have a unique historic and psychological move- 
ment to grasp, and we must not lose this opportunity.’ 


SYNDESMOS has the priority of developing leader- 
ship training in the region, using its long experience 
and international network to develop cooperation, ex- 
changes and sharing between Orthodox youth organi-

G a little plaque hanging on one of her walls. 

It said: ‘‘Worrying is like a rocking chair. 

It gives you something to do but takes you nowhere. și 
I liked it so much that, after the Lord had called her 
to His heavenly house, I inherited it. The little plaque 
now hangs on my wall. It is very helpful to me, be- 
cause I do worry sometimes; but, when I look at that 
message, I miraculously and immediately feel better. 


The saying is very true. Worrying is indeed a worth- 
less consumer of time, energy, emotions and will power. 
It can keep us busy, but produces nothing construc- 
tive or positive. On the contrary, it has destructive pow- 
er. It can create anxiety, fear of action, loneliness, dis- 
satisfaction, and much more. 


Worrying can take such a strong hold of us that it 
can make us immobile, unable to act or express our- 
selves. William A. Ward explains: ‘‘Worry distorts our 
thinking, disrupts our work, disquiets our soul, disturbs 
our body, disfigures our face, destroys our poise, 
depresses our friends, demoralizes our life, defeats our 
faith, and debilitates our energy.’ 


We know our Lord was clearly opposed to worry- 
ing. He said it directly: ‘‘Do not worry about your life!”’ 
(Matthew 6:25). The Father, our God, takes care of 
us, so we shouldn’t worry! In order to convince his au- 
dience and us not to worry, Jesus gave the example 
of the lilies of the valley and the birds of the air. The 
Lord said: ‘‘Look at the birds in the sky. They do not 
sow or reap or gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feeds them.’’ As they are being attended to by 
God, so we ““of more value than they”! are also being 
taken care of by God. ‘‘Will all your worries’? — asked 
the Lord — “add a single moment to your life?” Of 
course not. (See Matthew 6:25-34). 


Listen to what St. Peter tells us: ‘‘Unload all your 
worries on to him.” (1 Peter 5:7). The author of 
Proverbs (3:5,6) instructs us: 


Trust in the Lord with all your heart, 
And do not rely on your own insight. 
In all your ways acknowledge him, 
And he will make your paths straight. 


Our Lord Jesus was very clearly against us worry- 
ing about food, clothing, housing and other earthly 
things. We are told that in all things we should be re- 
signed to his will.

Jesus does tell us to be concerned about one thing 
— the Kingdom of Heaven. Remember what he said? 
““Seek first the Kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness, and all these things shall be yours as well’’ (Mat- 
thew 6:33). 

Worrying gets us no where; on the contrary it stands 
against our works of faith. We are called to act on our 
faith, ““For as the body apart from the spirit is dead, 
so faith apart from works is dead’’ (James 2:26). Let's 
take the example of St. Paul, who wrote to Timothy: 
“I have fought the good fight, I have finished the race, 
I have kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the right- 
cous Judge, will award to me on that Day .. .”’ (2 
Timothy, 4:7-8). : 

In this context comes to my mind something whicl 
I heard from some monks in Romania. They live b 
this saying: ‘‘Pray like you are going to die tomorro 
and work like you are going to live forever!’’ If we di 
that, there is nothing that we should worry about.

dox Church of Phoenix, Arizona, acquired a 

parcel of land on which to build its new 
church. The parish hall was constructed first, be- 
cause the parish decided the hall could be used as 
both a hall and a place of worship during which 
time the parish could make plans and raise the 
funds to build the new church. 

At its February 9, 1992, General Assembly meet- 
ing, the parish voted to unanimously approve the 
conceptual plans presented by the building commit- 
tee. The presentation consisted of floor plans, site 
plans and exterior elevations depicting a tradition- 
al Orthodox church which could seat about 150 peo- 
ple. The church will have a cross shaped foot print 
and incorporate traditional architectural features. 
The church will also have a choir balcony, an of- 
fice and a combination classroom/conference room. 
Total square footage will be about 5,300 s.f. 

The project will be built in three phases. Phase 
I will be the building shell, Phase II will be in the 
interior, balcony and altar, and Phase III will be 
the exterior site improvements. The total expendi- 
ture is expected to be approximatey $208,000. 

The parish has collected $3,500.00 to date for the 
new church. This money was collected without the 
benefit of actual plan approval, and the parish is 


going to ask for pledges for the new church in the 
near future.

Hieromonk Gratian Radu 


On Friday, April 17, Fr. Gratian 
Radu fell asleep in the Lord in Jack- 
son, Michigan, after a short bout 
with cancer. He was 80 years of age. 

Born in Carpenis-Suici, Arges, 
Romania, in 1911, Gratian Radu 
was educated in Romania. He be- 
came a monk at Arges Monastery in 
1932. While in Paris, he attended a 
Protestant theological seminary and 
St. Sergius Orthodox Theological 
Institute. He also attended the In- 
stitute of St. Denis in Paris and stud- 
ied dogmatics with Professors Lossky 
and Kovalevsky. 

In 1948, he was ordained a priest 
in Holy Trinity Church, Munich- 
Solen, Germany, by Metropolitan 
Seraphim (Ladde) at the request of 
Metropolitan Visarion (Puiu). In 
1954, he was elevated to the rank of 
Protosinghel. 

After coming to the United States, 
Fr. Radu served the following par- 
ishes: St. John Church, Niles, Ohio 
and St. John Church, Salem, Ohio 
(1962-65); Sts. Michael and Gabriel 
Church, Fort Wayne, Indiana 
(1965-1966); Descent of the Holy 
Ghost Church,  Assiniboia, 
Saskatchewan, and St. Nicholas 
Church, Regina, Saskatchewan 
(1966-67); St. John Church, Woon- 
socket, Rhode Island (1968-72); Sts. 
Constantine and Helen Church, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana (1972-79).

| Născut din părinţi evlavioși, împăratul Constanțiu 
chlor si Elena, Sf. Constantin cel Mare a fost un om 
»rovidential pentru Biserica creștină, mai ales dupa 
nul 312, când-în timpul luptei cu Maxentiu-s’a pro- 
‘lus convertirea sa. 

| Istoricii bisericeşti Eusebiu de Cezareea și Lactantiu 
firma că în ajunul bătăliei de la Pons Milvius (Podul 
Vulturului) din 28 Octombrie 312 contra lui Maxentiu, 
{Jonstantin a văzut pe cer, ziua, o cruce luminoasă, 
jleasupra soarelui, cu inscripţia ““in hoc signo vinces”’ 
iprin acest semn vei învinge). Noaptea, în vis, i s'a 
arătat Mântuitorul cerându-i să pună pe steagurile ar- 
matei Sf. Cruce, ca semn protector în lupte. Steagul 
cu monograma creștină s'a numit labarum. 


Victoria miraculoasă a armatei lui Constantin de 
numai 20.000 soldați contra celei lui Maxentiu de 
150.000 soldaţi, a considerat-o ca ajutor dela Dum- 
ezeu. Dovada acestei convingeri a lui Constantin în 
ajutorul divin este inscripţia de pe Arcul lui Constan- 
in din Roma-păstrat până astăzi-prin care mărturiseşte 
ă a câștigat lupta ““instinctu divinitatis’’ (prin inspirația 
divină). Apoi i-a mărturisit lui Eusebiu, sub jurământ, 
că semnele care i s'au arătat l-au făcut să treacă de par- 
tea creştinilor. 

In Ianuarie 313, împăratul Constantin cel Mare, da 
Edictul de la Milan, numit atunci Mediolanum, prin 
care creştinismul devine ““religio licita,” adică religie 
permisă, la fel cu celelalte religii din imperiu. Mai mult, 
convins de valoarea religioasă și morală a 
creştinismului, l-a recomandat tuturor. Nu l-a declarat 
religie de stat-cum greșit se afirmă uneori, acest lucru 
făcându-l mai târziu împăratul "Teodosie cel Mare, în 
380. 

Politica religioasă a împăratului Constantin cel 
Mare a fost marcată de câteva evenimente deosebite; 
Edictul dela Milan din 313; înfrângerea lui Liciniu în 
323; convocarea Sinodului I Ecumenic din 325; 
alegerea unei noi capitale în 330 etc. 

Prin Edictul dela Milan din 313, Constantin devine 
protector al creștinismului. Ia măsuri în favoarea Bi- 
sericii creștine; scuteste pe preoți de obligația funcțiilor 
municipale și le acordă subvenții. Inlatura din legile 
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penale pedepsele contrare spiritului creștin (răstignirea, 
zdrobirea picioarelor, stigmatizarea sau arderea cu 
fierul roşu). Inbunătăţește tratamentul din închisori, 
ușurează eliberarea sclavilor, acordând episcopilor şi 
preoților dreptul de a-i proclama liberi în biserici. 
Protejează prin lege pe săraci, orfani și văduve. 
Modifica legislaţia privind căsătoria, îngreunează 
divorțul, pedepseşte adulterul. 

Impăratul Constantin cel Mare a generalizat în 321 
Duminica drept zi de repaus în imperiu, sărbătoarea 
săptămânală a creștinilor, când soldaţii asistau la slujbe. 
Incă din 317 a început să bată monedă cu monogramul 
creştin. 

Impăratul și familia sa au ajutat moral și material 
în repararea bisericilor sau în construirea altora mai 
mari și mai frumoase, la Ierusalim, Roma, Antiohia, 
Nicomidia, Tyr etc. 

Impăratul Constantin cel Mare a trimis solie sfântă, 
în frunte cu Sf. Elena, mama sa, la lerusalim, care să 
caute crucea pe care a fost răstignit Domnul lisus 
Hristos. Cu osteneală și rugăciune fierbinte, Sf. Ele- 
na a reușit să afle Sf. Cruce, înălțată de Episcopul 
cetății, Macarie I, la 14 Septembrie 324, în fata 
mulțimii credincioșilor. 

Din dorinţa de a ajuta Biserica, a convocat Sinodul 
I Ecumenic de la Niceea din 325, împotriva ereziei lui 
Arie, care socotea pe Fiul o creatură subordonată 
Tatălui. Sub influența Sf. Antanasie cel Mare, Sinodul 
a proclamat învățătura ortodoxă despre dumnezeirea 
Fiului care este ‘‘Dumnezeu adevărat din Dumnezeu 
adevărat, născut nu făcut, Cel de-o-fiinta cu Tatăl, prin 
care toate s'au făcut” (Simbolul Credinței sau Crezul). 

Acelaşi Sinod a stabilit data Sf. Pasti-in prima 
duminică după luna plină urmând echinoctiului de 
primăvară-și a dat 20 canoane sau legi bisericeşti. 

Aici, la Niceea, împăratul Constantin cel Mare a 
învăţat despre modestia și credința minunată a Sf. 
Spiridon, despre puterea rugăciunii si adâncimea e- 
vlaviei Sf. Alexandru si despre bărbăţia evanghelică a 
Sf. Nicolae, ierarhul neînfricat din Mira Lichia. 

Impăratul Constantin cel Mare a hotărât să zidească 
o nouă capitală, Constantinopolul sau orașul lui Con- 
stantin, inaugurată la 11 Mai 330. Din fostul Bizanţ, 
Constantin face o capitală de imperiu creștin, cu bi- 
serici minunate-ca cea a Sf. Apostoli — oraș strategic, 
de un pitoresc deosebit. L-a numit ““Roma cea Noua,”’ 
umbrind Roma antică. Mai mult, episcopul noii capi- 
tale va fi ridicat la rang de cinste egal cu cel al Romei 
vechi, prin canonul 3 al Sinodului II Ecumenic din 381 
și prin canonul 28 al Sinodului IV ecumenic din 451.

esi s'a scris enorm de mult despre problema 
suferinţei în lume, totuși încă nu s'a găsit o 
lămurire deplină: a rămas ceva nedescoperit, 
nedeplin, ceva care ne lasă pe gânduri. Toţi vedem ca 
avem de suferit, într'o măsură mai mare sau mai mică. 
Mai vedem că adesea cei răi suferă mai puţin decât cei 
buni.

Politica religioasă a lui Constantin cel Mare a avut 
și unele urmări defavorabile Bisericii: amestecul 
împăraților în chestiunile religioase, susţinerea de către 
aceştia a unor erezii (arianismul, monofizismul etc), 
pătrunderea în creștinism a unor oameni care practicau 
superistitii etc. 


Dar, meritele creștine ale lui Constantin cel Mare 
sunt deosebite: Prin libertatea acordată creștinismului, 
a făcut din minoritatea prigonită, instituţia cea mai de 
seamă din imperiu și a asigurat unitatea Bisericii 
creștine. De ex. la terminarea Sinodului I ecumenic, 
când ereticul Arie a fost excomunicat, când s'a 
proclamat divinitatea Mântuitorului iar Osiu de Cor- 
doba rosti pentru prima oară Crezul formulat de cei 
318 părinţi sinodali, marele Constantin rosti “Da, aces- 
ta este adevărul. Nu sunt teolog, dar simt că aici este 
adevărul. Sunt convins că nu voi l-aţi facut, ci Dum- 
nezeu care a lucrat în voi.’’ Era un mare moment din 
istoria Bisericii și a mântuirii. Duhul Sfânt lucra în 
Biserică iar Biserica lui Hristos isi afirma unitatea. 


I s'a reproșat lui Constantin cel Mare faptul că nu 
s'a botezat decât pe patul morții si că a păstrat titlu 
de ““pontifex maximus.’’ Adevărat, dar în primele vea- 
curi ale crestimismului multi catehumeni amânau 
botezul cu anii, iar dacă ar fi renunțat la titlul mai sus- 
numit își ridica un rival puternic, un păgân, care ar 
fi încercat să restabilească vechea religie a zeilor păgâni. 


Primul împărat creștin al imperiului roman, apoi bi- 
zantin, Constantin cel Mare, a avut o domnie lungă, 
de peste 30 ani (306-337) în care s'a dovedit un om 
de mare voință, un înţelept, un strateg, făcând Bisericii 
cel mai mare serviciu-dându-i libertatea după lunga 
perioadă de persecuții care au tulburat-o, de la Nero 
până la Diocletian. 

Constantin cel Mare a murit in Duminica Rusaliilor, 


la 22 Mai 337, si a fost înmormântat in biserica Sf. 
Apostoli din Constantinopol, ctitoria sa. 


Pentru meritele și serviciile aduse creştinismului, Bi- 
serica l-a cinstit în mod deosebit, trecându-l în rândul 
sfinților, împreună cu mama sa, Elena, și numindu-l 
““cel întocmai cu Apostolii,”” dăruindu-i cununa de 
Apostol ca oarecând lui Pavel pe drumul Damascului, 
înzestrându-l cu înțelepciunea lui Solomon și cu 
blandetea lui David. 


In această sfântă zi să cântăm împreună cu Biserica 
Ortodoxă “Chipul Crucii Tale pe cer văzându-l si ca 
Pavel chemarea nu de la oameni primind, cel între 
apostoli, apostolul Tau, Doamne, împărăteasca cetate 
în mâinile Tale o au pus.

MIRON BUTARIU, 
și-a dat obstescul sfârșit, la 
spitalul Cedar Sinai, din Los 
Angeles, California. 

Miron Butariu s'a născut la 
30 octombrie, 1905, în 
România, la poalele munților 
Apuseni, în satul Bodești, 
“8 comuna Hălmagiu, judeţul 
Arad, fiu de țărani, din părinţii Traian și Ana Butariu. 

După absolvirea școlii primare din satul natal, și a 
liceului ‘‘Avram Iancu’’ din Brad, Miron începe cur- 
surile la ‘‘fara frecvenţă,” la facultatea de drept din 
Cluj, perioadă când lucrează în birouri de avocaţi pen- 
tru a-şi câștiga existența. 

La 27 februarie 1932, obține titlul de ““doctor în 
drept.” 

Lucrează ca avocat în Arad, iar după acapararea 
puterii în România, de către comuniști, Miron este per- 
secutat datorită ideilor sale democratice. După câteva 
luni petrecute în lagărele comuniste, Miron se ascunde 
în munți. 

In noaptea de 21 decembrie 1947, trece clandestin 
granița în Ungaria, ajunge apoi in Austria, si mai apoi 
la Paris, devenind activ în comunitatea Românilor 
emigranţi, unde, alături de un grup entuziast, formează 
““ Asociaţia Românilor Liberi din Franţa”, servind ca 
secretar al asociaţiei. 

La 28 septembrie 1951, reușește să imigreze în Amer- 
ica. Ajuns la New York, devine membru al parohiei 
“Sf. Dumitru.” 

In februarie 1959 se căsătoreşte cu Dorina Nan. În 
urma decesului Dorinei, în octombrie 1969, Miron se 
recăsatorește în Noiembrie 1970 cu Susie Ivanof, La 
New York, Miron ocupă slujba de corector la “ 
CRONICA ROMÂNEASCĂ” a lui Carol Davila, iar 
mai târziu devine salariat al postului de radio “Europa 
Liberă,” în julie 1952, participă în Berlinul Occiden- 
tal la Congresul Internaţional al Juriştilor Liberi, 
prezentând comunicarea ‘‘Legea Penală și Justiţia în 
Romania Comunistă.” 


Din decembrie 1954, si până în ianuarie 1972, 


lucrează la ** Asociaţia Naţiunilor Captive (ANEC), în 
calitatea de casier. Devine membru, și casier, al 
asociației caritabile ‘‘Iuliu Maniu,” din New York. În 
1974, Miron Butariu se mută la Los Angeles, deve- 
nind membru activ al consiliului parohial al bisericii 
“Sf. Treime,” de nenumărate ori ocupând şi funcția 
de președinte.” 
Este membru fondator al “Academiei Româno- 
Americane”! (ARA), ocupând în ultimii ani și funcţia 
de secretar-casier. 
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In Memoria LUI Miron BUTARIU 


Miron duce o activitate susținută, participând la toate 
congresele ARA, prin lucrări și articole în care 
dezbătea, cu precădere, problemele românești, cu 
încrederea că sfârșitul comunismului este aproape. 
Timp de 7 ani, susţine rubrica ‘‘Din fuga Condeiului, 
la ziarul local ‘‘Universul,’’ în 1989, în colaborare, 
întocmeşte Albumul aniversar al bisericii ““Sf. Treime”, 
din Los Angeles, de peste 300 pagini, la împlinirea celor 
50 de ani de existenţă ai bisericii. 

Alături de soţie, își vizitează plaiurile natale, familia 
şi prietenii, în anul 1990. 

După o boală cumplită de cca 2 ani, dr. MIRON 
BUTARIU se stinge din viata, la 15 aprilie. Trupul 
neînsuflețit este adus în biserica ‘‘Sf. Treime,” unde 
este prohodit, vineri seara, aprilie 18, 1992, de 
soborul preoţilor, alcătuit din cucernicii părinți: Con- 
stantin Alecse, parohul locului, ajutat de Cătălin Mites- 
cu, John Limbeson si Eugen Roșu, în prezenţa a peste 
100 de participanţi, rudenii, prieteni și cunoscuți. 

Slujba înmormântării a fost săvârșită, în aceeași 
biserică, și de același sobor, a doua zi, sâmbătă, 19 
aprilie crt. Transportat la ‘‘Vatra Românească,” unde 
îl aştepta, de mai bine de 20 de ani, locul de “odihnă 
veșnică,” trupul neînsuflețit al defunctului MIRON 
BUTARIU este prohodit de Insusi Prea Sfintia Sa Epis- 
copul Nathaniel, marti 21 aprilie, 1992, la orele 2:0 
după amiaza, si înmomântat alături de zecile de 
compatrioți ai săi, și ierarhul, alături de care a lucrat 
timp de peste 30 de ani. Î.P.S. Sa, Arhiepiscopul 
Valerian.
